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REPLY TO REQUEST 

A letter from Gray Coach 
Lines, stating that their drivers 
had been instructed not to oper- 
ate the buses where they will 
damage Newmarket boulevards, 
was read at a town council meet- 
ing on Monday evening. The 
letter was in reply to a request 
from the council. 



A resolution was passed by 
Newmarket town council on 
Monday evening requesting the 
provincial government to maintain 
the present Toronto and York 
Roads Commission system, "as it 
is felt that the share Toronto 

contributes to the maintenance of 
the roads operated by the commiss- 
ion is only rair, having regard to the 

benefits Toronto receives from the 
good roads leading to that city 
and to the further fact that these 
roads are largely used by Toronto 
citizens and by business firms in 
Toronto to secure business in the 
surrounding territory.** 

_ "As you. know, there is agitation 
in Toronto to abolish the Toronto 
and York Roads Commission." 
Reeve fc P. A ZAtndy stated in 
introducing the subject. Their 
chief objection la- that they are 
obliged to pay tor suburban roads 
through urban municipalities. 

"Newmarket Main St. is main- 
tained by the Toronto and York 
Roads Commission. .Newmarket 

did not get a t&lr deal on this road. 
It was of experimental construction. 
and it has not proven satisfactory, 
Mr. Lundy told the council that 
rural municipalities do not receive 
a rebate on their roads but that 
turban municipalities do provided 
no maintenance or reconstruction 
work is needed on the roads. He 
stated that Newmarket has never 
received a rebate as repair, work 
as it heaves up every spring.'* 

*The rebate is supposed to be 
spent on the roads/* commented 
Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales. . 

"Mr. Evans and I have Insisted 
that, if It ever comes to the place 
where Main St. comes back to us, 
it shall first be rebuilt and put in

Lundy. *Toronto and the 
commission have both agreed. If 
we have overlooked something that 
we can do to strenghen our position 
we -want to know. Newmarket is 
one of the places Toronto is 
objecting to/* 
-Lots of firms from Toronto 

are doing business in Newmarket 

and are not paying for roads,"* said 
Councillor Prank Bowser. 

**That has been brought to the 
county's attention." said Deputy- 
Reeve Arthur D. Evans. 

Mr. Lundy said that a question- 
naire regarding Toronto businesses 
operating fn the various 
municipalities is being sent out. 

Toronto has had the benefit 
from the good roads and now that 
the roads are constructed they want 
to withdraw from the commission," 
said Councillor Joseph Vale. 

Toronto is wanting something 
toT nothing.'* said Dr. Dates. They 
agitated for the commission. It is 
a most unfair proposition to make 
at this time against an arrangement 
that has been fair to everybody.

Referring to the work done by 
the society during the past year, 
Mr. Williams said that 75 shade 
trees had been planted along town 
streets, flower-boxes had been 
placed at public buildings and 
shrubs planted about the various 
schools.

Mr. Williams told the gathering 
that the society had been particu- 
larly pleased with the enthusiasm 
shown by the school children con- 
cerning victory gardens and the 
Juvenile shows. Ho announced that 
the beautiful oil painting, a north- 
em scene painted by n Newmarket 
artist, W. J. Hopkinson, and given 
by the Office Specialty Co. to be 
competed for by the various elemen- 
tary schools annually, had been won 
by tho pupils of St. John's separate 
school with a percentage of lit.

taken from the same domestic 
tap recently tested A and B, al- 
though all water is chlorinated. 
Dr. J. H. Wesley, M.OsH., told 
the town council on Monday 
evening. 

Dr. Wesley said that the water 
had to be chlorinated because 
the water supplying the new 
Srigley St well "comes from 
veins that supply many local 
wells, many of which have been 
adversely affected by the large 
stream of water going to our 
new Cotter St. well." 

The cause of impurity found 
in a tap sample, Dr. Wesley said, 
might have been "some pollu- 
tion getting into the town mains 
at the time of the break at Pros- 
pect and Srigley Sts. in Decem- 
ber. In order to prevent any 
contamination of the town mains 
at the time of a break flushing 
out freely should be done. It is 
as easy to pollute all the water 
in the town mains at the time 
of the break as it is to infect the 
whole blood stream of a patient 
while doing an appendix opera- 
tion with dirty hands.*' 

Dr. Wesley expressed concern 
about, the bacteria and colon 
bacilli count in samples from the 
milk supply. "The shortage of 
skilled and unskilled labor on 
the farms and dairies has contri- 
buted to the lowering of the milk 
quality, thus increasing the at- 
tention to measures for keeping 
the quality of the milk to a sat- 
isfactory standard." 

"With the exception of two 
cases of chicken-pox, the town is 
free of communicable diseases," 
Dr. Wesley reported. Dr. Wes- 
ley reported the toxoiding for 



diphtheria of 178 children, in- 
cluding 26 pro-school children, 
in November. Dr. Wesley said 
that a great many children were 
absent for the second or third 
treatments, and that three treat- 
ments are necessary for full 
protection. 

The board of health is "using 
active measures" to rid the town 
of unsanitary outdoor toilets and 
dug wells, Dr. Wesley said. 
There are 46 dug wells, and 13 
homes have no other source of 

water. 

Dr. Wesley recommended: (1) 
Licensing and inspection of all 
restaurants in town as well as 
health examinations annually of 
the personnel of each restaur- 
ant; 

(2) Semi-annual inspections 
and annual health examinations 
of the personnel of all bakeries 
and meat-shops in town. 

(3) An incinerator on the out- 
skirts of the town. 

•The incinerator should be 

placed at Che top of the list of 
post-war projects which appear- 
ed in The Era and Express two 
weeks ago," said Dr. Wesley. 
4 The present dump together 
with its decaying, foul-smelling, 
rat-infested, burning mass of 
refuse is gradually pushing on to 
the C.N.R. station-yard, and is 
exposed to the view of many 
thousands of travellers as they 
are held up at Newmarket sta- 
tion for a train to pass." 

"I was of the opinion that the 
dump was under the supervision 
of the M.O.H.," said Councillor 
Frank Bowser. 

Dr. Wesley said that it was at 
one time but the council had 
given the responsibility to some- 
one else a few years ago. 



COUNCIL ASKS 
HEALTH PLAN 
FOR SCHOOLS 



Newmarket town council passed 
a resolution on Monday evening 
asking "the minister of education 
of the province of' Ontario to 
consider the desirability of 
encouraging health inspection and 
education of our youth In public 
and high schools by regulations 
compelling such a program In all 
provincial schools by all school 
boards under the direction of the 
board of health, that the charges 
of such a program be considered as 
charges against the local school 
boards, that a provision be made 
to charge back to outside 
municipalities the necessary charge 
for their pupils and that the 
province contribute to the program 
on the same basis as to other 
educational costs." 

The resolution was prompted by 
a letter from the Newmarket Home 
and School association asking that 
a public health nursing service be 
considered by the council or that 
a physical and dental examination 
be given to Newmarket school 
pupils in 1W4. 

Dr. J. H. Wesley. M.O.H., who 
was present at the meeting, said 
that he was in full accord with the 
suggestions of the Home and School 
association but felt that the council 
should wait for the policy of the 
new provincial government before 
taking any steps. 

-Examination of the pupils can't 
be done because of shortage of 
doctors and dentists," said Dr. 
Wesley. 

"The Education act permits 
dental care In the secondary schools 
and it can be charged Into education 
costs," said Reeve F. A. Lundy. 
"They are considering amending 
the act to include public schools. 
There Is nothing In the act to 
charge outside municipalities for 
dental care given to outside pupils 
attending high school. They ore 
asking that the act be changed and 
dental care be made part of the 
cost of education." 

"I am In favor of school health 
Inspection," said Mayor Dr. I* W. 
Dales. "It would be a very fine 
thing if this could be made part of 
educational costs."

WILi IT CONTRIBUTE TO PEACE? 

The air is full of discussion of how the Germans 
and the Japanese (there is no more concern 
*bout the Italians) can be punished for their 
misdeeds. There is no suggestion that the wiping 
out of German cities may be a form of punish- 
ment, however inadequate. We stiffen our 
enemies in their resistance by threats that still 
more terrible reprisals will follow the conclusion 
- of the war. In our determination that justice 
will be done (o the guilty we Canadians appoint 
to a United Nations atrocity commission a lawyer 

who is noted for his partisan outlook. 

In all that we propose to do in the settlement 
of this war our test should be: Will it or will it 
not contribute to lasting peace? In determining 
the guilt of nations we should bear in mind that 
the Germans in their desire to rule are much* like 
us, their cousins, the Britons, who boast that we 
"rule the waves" and actually rule a substantial 
portion of the earth's surface as well. We should 
remember that the Japanese were getting along 
happily enough by themselves until we {Uncle 
Sam with gun-boats) insisted 90 years ago that 
they mix with the world. The Japanese learned 
the ways of civilization fast, and defeated China 
in the nineties and Russia ten years later, though 
backward enough to allow Russia an easy peace. 
Then, Uncle Sam, who had been insistent that the 
Japanese should mix with the world, began to 
impose immigration restrictions against the 
Japanese. Canada has done likewise. We may 
look on Japan as a hornets' nest that we have 
stirred up. We wanted to trade with Japan, but 
we didn't spend enough money on Christian 
missions to Japan, and our own Christianity 
failed in our attitude toward the Japanese. 

In undertaking to determine and punish the 
guilt of enemy individuals, whether they be 
soldiers or civilians, the United Nations are 
creating a precedent in the settlement of wars, 
one which we should not like used against our- 
selves after some future war. The danger can 
be seen in the threat of the Germans to try' 
Allied airmen as having committed atrocities. 
They would get about as fair a trial as Germans 



WHAT OTHERS THINK 

TEMPERANCE EDUCATION 



TO THE EDITOR 



It is not generally known that one of the things 
which contributed to continuance in power . of 
John Bracken for almost 21 years as premier of 
Manitoba was his stand on temperance. Of all 
the prime ministers in Canada, provincial and 
federal, 'during peace years, he alone went ahead 
with a practical plan of education on the drink 
problem. Mr. Bracken, himself a temperance 
man* and by the way, a non-smoker too, didn't 

go around • making election speeches on temper- 
ance; he tackled the problem. Our information 
in the matter comes from a report in the 
Christian Science Monitor, published in Boston, 
Mass., which is one of America's finest news- 
papers. Here is a summary of the report: 

W. D. Bayley, director of temperance education 
for the pro\ r ince of Manitoba, was in 1924 a mem- 
ber of the Manitoba legislature and began speak- 
ing to school children about the facts of alcohol 
and intemperance. In 1927 he was appointed to 
his present position. He states: 'The official 
who sponsored and put through a state appropri- 
ation for alcohol education was John Bracken, 
then premier of Manitoba." Like many Can- 
adian specialists, Mr. Bayley was called to the 
U.S.A*, where for ten years he introduced the 
plan in many centres from coast to coast. Then, 
in his words: 

"Last year, in further discussions with Premier 
Bracken, I agreed to come back to Manitoba and 
am now engaged in extending and enlarging the 
plan there. There are 225 high school centres in 
the province. We reach over 100,000 children 
annually, and evenings lecture to parents, 
teachers, ministers, scout leaders and welfare 
workers. The Manitoba government finances the 
plan and I am also permitted to lecture in other 
provinces." This scheme gets right to the grass 
roots of an age-old problem. Mr. Bracken, 
characteristically, has not mentioned this public- 
ly; in his bid for federal power It is not his way. 
But we believe people, generally, no matter of 
what party, will support a man of his outstand- 
ing, humanitarian qualities.

ten years older than Sir William. 
I am not quite sure if they used to 
catch fish together in Bogarttown 
stream. 

I was born not far from Bogart- 
town. where Sir William caught 
suckers in the spring. When I 
grew up to be quite a big boy my 
father told me about Sir William's 
life, how he got along. It was re- 
markable how Sir William pros- 
pered in life in a short time. He 

worked by the sweat of his brow 
to make good. I would like to tell 

Sir William my father's older sis- 
ter lived to be 101 and two brothers 
nearly made the mark of 100 years 
old. They died in the old country. 
Forty-one years ago Sir William 
was running a large greenhouse 
on his farm, just a little west of 
his house. The late Joe Newton 
was his greenhouse man at that 
time. It was a beautiful sight to 

see In the winter months, flowers 
of all kinds, fresh lettuce and 
radish all winter long. Sick people 
In Newmarket and Aurora received 
flowers to cheer them up. Sir 
William had good thoughts In his 
mind for the rich and poor. They 
all got flowers. Sir William kept 
a lot of black ponies and there were 
ail kinds of squirrels in his little 
forest near the house winter and 
summer. Some years he had 
thousands of barrels of apples. I 
think most of them at that time 
went to the old country. 

When the voting time came on I 
heard my father say it was very 
exciting in those days. The Quaker 
people would hang together like a 
flock of sheep and vote for Sir 
William. I think the wolves that 
got in on the Httle flock of Quakers 
do not seem to be as strong as they 
were 50 years ago. 

Sir William has been a great 
help to the Newmarket Friends 
church for some years. They have 
all appreciated his kindness to them. 
We Join In wishing Sir William 
good health and many happy days 
to come. 

He is loved by all and he shows 
his love to us all. We all pray that 
God will bles3 Sir William in his 
years to come and may God keep 
him within HLa love and care.

An art exhibit, including the work 
of Newmarket artbts. will be held 
by Newmarket public school board 
and the Home and School associa- 
tion March M. Chairman Mrs. J. 
C. K_ Edwards said at a public 
school board meeting in the council 
chamber on Friday evening. 

A written suggestion of Mrs. M. 
B- Seldon that greater time should 
be given to the study of music was 
discussed. Trustee L. H. Bovair 
asked Principal H. A. Jackson If 
there was only 20 minutes per 
pupil per week given to music. 

"Each teacher's timetable has 15 
minutes & day for music," said Mr- 
Jackson. 

-That is in addition to Mrs. SeK 
don's time?" asked Mrs. Edwards. 

"Ye3.- Mr. Jackson said. He 
added that grades five, six seven 
and eight have a half an hour in- 
struction by radio on Friday after- 
noons and that the record-players 
are used by the teachers- 

"How much time Is given to 
arithmetic?" asked Trustee Dr. G. 
£L Case. 

"That varies with the classes." 
said Mr. Jackson. *Tn mine it is 

about an hour a day." 

Members of the board asked 

whether Mrs. Seldon was music 
teacher or music supervisor, but 
did not agree on an answer. 

"Rural schools in .Whitchurch 
have half an hour from the super* 
visor," said Trustee Norman WilW 
lams. ^ 

Mrs. Seldon s letter was referred 
to the management committee. 

Mr. Bovair, on behalf of a nom- 
inating committee, made the follow- 
ing report: finance committee. 
Case. Williams. Edwards; manage- 
ment. Edwards, Bovair, Woods, 
Renzius; property, Bovair, Will- 
iams, Renzius. 

A report from Mrs. O. P. Hamil- 
ton, attendance officer, stated that 
during 1913 she had made 78 calls 
at homes in cases of truancy or 
suspected truancy. She had issued 
'2 employment certificates after 
investigation. 

In answer to a question from 
Trustee Mrs. A. H. Woods, Secre- 
tary R. L. Pritchard said that board 
discussion of salaries for next year 
should take place before budget- 
ting but that contracting with the 

teachers did not take place until 
May. 

Mr. Bovair reported on repairs 
and improvements needed in the 
school buildings as noted on a board 
tour of the schools. The report 
recommended removal of two trees 
at the King George school grounds. 

"As a hortlcuUuralist I am 
opposed to cutting any trees unless 
necessary/* said Mr. Williams. 
"The two treo.i in discussion are 
dying and they are In the way of 
the children playing ball.* - 

Mr. Williams nsked how often the 
fire inspector visits the schools. 
"In one school I found the ho*e in 
very bad condition. Also some of 
the hose were tied up so that they 
would be difficult to get out In a 
hurry." 

Mr. Pritchard said that thn fire 

Inspector, Joseph grammar, made 

nn inspection every summer, and 

that tne fire underwriters made In- 
spections. ■ 

A letter from tho Home and 
School assneintfon nsked "support 
in this matter." and enclosed a copy 
of n letter to Dr. J. If. Wesley, 
M.O.H.. stating that "a public 
health nursing service is needed In 
the Newmarket schools, and failing 
this that, each child should receive 
n medical and dental Inspection 
during ir>M/* and requesting that 
Dr. Wesley forward the request to 
the town council. 

Mrs. Woods drew up a resolution 
of support for n public health 
nurse hut other members of tho 
hoard thought that the board should 
wait until the town council had 
dealt with the request. 

Asked for his opinion on medical 
and dental inspection. Trustee Or. 
fJ. K. Ciae said: "Inspection by 
itself Isn't worth anything. Un- 
less you are prepared to go ahead 
and do something, the inspection ia 
worthless. Unless you arc going 
to do something about dental de- 
fects, tho dental Inspection Is 
worthless. 

"You will find tuberculosis, thy- 
roid, you'll timl lots or things. 
Mothers know about teeth, tonsils 
find adenoids but they nrc short of 
money/* 

"You think that a nurse would 
help educnto the public," suggested 
the chairman. Mrs. KOw arris 

"A little, nol much," said Dr. 
Case. "Our health fitandnrd In 
Newmarket Is high. I don't see 
many children going around look- 
ing undernourished. And 00 per- 
cent of our women have taken Red 
CrosA nursing courses," 

Mr. Bovair thought that Mm. 
Woods' resolution suggested that 
there was no health teaching In 
tho schools, nnd naked Principal 
II. A. Jackson If there were. 

"Yes, extensively/* nald Mr. Jack- 
son. ■ 

"I don't believe that our teacher* 
nre qualified to teach health," said 
Mrs. Wnods. 

"If a nurse can hold a well-baby 
clinic that Is helpful," said Or. 
Cane. "There is more of a field for 
a nurso whero thoro in n largo 
forefga-born population. There Is 
a field here for n nurso, hut if you 
expect n nurse to teach you'll be 
disillusioned. It would tnko ton 
years to get result*/' 

"Wo have to start some time/' 
said Mrs. Woods, 

"I think that wo should have a 
health clinic when tho timo comes/' 
said Mr. Kovalr.

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 
WILL RE AUTOMATIC 




Total receipts at the Aurora 
arena have been $725 so far this 
year, in addition to charge ac- 
counts of $250, Clerk A. C. A. 
Willis reported to Aurora town 
council on Monday evening. 
Expenditures have been $373. 

Net profits are divided equal- 
ly between the town and Leslie 
Beazer, the manager. 

'•He has done a fine job," 
commented Councillors Dr. 
Crawford Rose and Robert 

Thomson. 

The Rank of Montreal advised 
the council that the interest 
rate on town borrowings would 
be four percent instead of four 
and a half. 

A report from the fire brigade, 
presented by Councillor A. N. 
Fisher, listed essential expendi- 
tures and recommended a hy- 
drant on Ross St. The council 
waited for information about the 
cost before approving the hy- 
drant. ■ 

Mr. Fisher presented recom- 
mendations from the water and 
light superintendent, Chas. Cope- 
land. A report stated that a 15- 
horsepower motor, driving one 
of "the big fire pumps," was 
running practically 24 hours a 
day five days n week. 

"Before long this pump will 
have to be replaced with a new 
one, as it is badly worn," Mr. 
Copeland wrote. "A new pump 
of the centrifugal type could 
then he installed to work auto- 
matically and more efficiently." 
The council will discuss this 
proposal at its next meeting. 

Another recommendation from 
Mr. Copeland was that the fire 
alarm system should be made 
automatic, at a cost of $150 and 
$3 a month for a telephone. A 
telephone call would automati- 
cally sound the alarm on the big 
bell and ring the firemen's bells 
in their own homes. The coun- 
cil approved the proposal. 

The council received and paid 
its first bill from the new Hydro- 
Electric commission, amounting 
to $320 in January. 

"We could tike out some 
lights or reduce the strength of 
some lights," suggested Mr. 
Willis. 

"There is no use of having the 
town in darkness when the 
power is off-peak, said Deputy- 
Reeve A. A. Cook. 

"We have 100 to 200 more 
lights than comparable towns/' 
said Mr. Willis,

Doctor Councillor Voices 

Public Desire For Nurse 



Mayor Ross Linton read to 
Aurora town council on Monday 
evening a report from the board 
of health recommending the es- 
tablishment of a public health 
clinic and medical and dental 

inspection of school children. 
The council held the report for 
study at its next meeting. 

Councillor Dr. Crawford Rose, 
chairman of the welfare and 
sanitation committee of the town 
council, "served notice" that his 
committee would take action to- 
ward securing a public health 
nurse for the town. 

He recalled that the council 

committee a year ago had a 

meeting with the town's four 

doctors. "Two doctors spoke 
strongly against a public health 
nurse, and it was reported that 
the doctors were against having 
a nurse," Dr. Rose said. 

"I have had a great many 
representations made to me that 
one thing that this town needs, 
and that any town needs, is a 
public health nurse," Dr. Rose 
said. "And the doctor that is 
opposed to having one has some- 
thing to cover up. 

"There is work to do, examina- 
tion of children in the schools, 
helping of mothers, and I am 



strongly for it," said Dr. Rose. 
"So many people have asked me 
about it that I feel that I have 
support. 

"The provincial department of 
health trains these . nurses and 
they do not interfere with the 
practice of medicine at alL" 

"I'd like to voice my opinion 
on the laxity of quarantine," 
said Councillor Rod. V. Smith. 
"Children with communicable 
diseases, including whooping- 
cough, are in the schools. Child- 
ren with mumps are out a week 
before they should be. Quaran- 
tine cards ate not put up when 
they should be." 

"Absolutely/* agreed Dr. Rose. 

'There were 300 cases of scarlet 
fever last year and 275 of them 
were diagnosed as having strep. 

throats." 

"I find in my work healthy- 
looking children who have de- 
fects that their parents know 
nothing about," said Councillor 
Thomas Swindle. 

"We are away behind in these 
things," said Mayor Ross Linton. 

''May I say to Mr. Smith that 
any doctor is up against a dif- 
ficulty in diagnosing whooping- 
cough," said Dr. Rose. "Scarlet 
fever is a different matter."
